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Arms Situation Tense 
As Conference Nears 


WHILE the proposal of the Italian 
Foreign Minister, Dino Grandi, for 
an international arms holiday, at least 
until the 1932 limitation conference, 
held the spotlight this week for those 
interested in the armament problems, 
there were many other developments 
bearing on the situation as follows: 

1. William R. Castle, Jr., Acting Sec- 
retary of State, told newspaper men 
that although the State Department 
has received no word that postponement 
of the 1932 arms conference is being 
considered, the United States will be 
“exceedingly sorry” if the February 
session is not held. 

2. Germany made her report on arm- 
aments and budgetary expenditures to 
the League, revealing an Army of 
100,500 enlisted men and 4,500 officers, 
and a total Navy tonnage of 125,780, 
with two “vest pocket battleships” of 
the Deutschland type under considera- 
tion. 

3. Holland’s report to the League 
“also was made public. It shows a peace 
strength army of 54,962, including 38,- 
669 effectives overseas. The Dutch re- 
port 260 airplanes (excluding instruc- 
tional machines) and an air force of 
1,597 men. The report lists three bat- 
tleships, three light cruisers, including 
one projected, an unstated number of 
destroyers and submarines, and a total 
of 1,597 effectives manning the Navy. 

4. Several persons, well known in 
English public life, have signed a let- 
ter demanding a reduction of at least 
25 per cent in British military and na- 
val expenditures as a means of balanc- 
ing the budget. Among those signing 
the letter were Norman Angell, Aldous 
Huxley, Henry W. Nevinson, Earl Rus- 
sel, H. G. Wells and Miss A. Maude 


Royden. The letter said that British 
arms expenditures for 1931 totaled 
$540,000,000. 


5. Jacques Louis Doumesnil, French 
Air Minister, speaking at a celebration 
of the seventeenth anniversary of the 
Battle of the Marne, declared that 
France already has reduced her arma- 
ment to a position consistent with her 
security. France’s desire for peace, he 
said, “was evidenced in the part she had 
in initiating the Locarno treaty and 
the Briand-Kellogg pact, which already 
has resulted in a 42 per cent reduction 
in land forces. The navy forces are 
132,000 tons less than in 1914, and the 
air forces fall much short of those or- 
dinarily planned.” 

6. Rumors continue rife that resump- 
tion of the Franco-Italian naval nego- 
tiations, one of the stumbling blocks to 
an international agreement, are immi- 
nent. 

7. The assembly of the League of 
Nations formally adopted a proposal to 
invite Mexico to enter the league. 

Arms Holiday Not Shunned 

Meanwhile, United States officials 
are reticent in expressing any opinion 
regarding the Italian Foreign Minis- 
ter’s suggestion for an arms holiday. 
Signor Grandi held that all nations 
should “reach an immediate general 
agreement with a view to arriving at 
the suspension of the execution of their 
new armament programs.” This should 
be effective, he said, “at least for the 
period during which they will sit in 
the conference” at Geneva next Feb- 
ruary. 

In spite of unwillingness of American 
officials to comment on the Italian’s 
proposal, there seems to be a general 
belief that they are sympathetic to- 
ward it. While no details of the plan, 
which goes before a league committee 
for study, have been worked out, it is 
not believed that it would interfere 
with the carrying on of the construc- 
tion of naval vessels now laid down and 
building.

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Senator Reed Expects Action on Promotion 





ENATOR DAVID A. REED, chair- 
man of the Senate Military Affairs 
Committee, in an interview with the 
Army and Navy Journal yesterday 
stated that “he expected some action 
on Army promotion during the next 
session.” 

“I certainly hope that we can get 
started right away on a promotion 
bill,” he stated. 

In regard to the protest registered 
against the appointment of Col. Thom- 
as Darrah to be a brigadier general, 
by Representative Adam M. Wyant, 
R. of Pa., on behalf of certain officers 
of the Pennsylvania National Guard, 
Senator Reed said that he would call 
his committee for a hearing upon the 
matter if the protests were “strenuous 
enough.” 

“T have received a great many let- 
ters in regard to Colonel Darrah,” the 
Senator stated, “Some of them for 
him and some against him. If strong 
enough protests are made, my commit- 
tee will have to consider the matter.” 

Belief was expressed by the military 


committee chairman that Congress will 
make no cuts in appropriations for the 
Army and Navy, as demanded by Rep- 
resentative Will R. Wood, chairman of 
the House Appropriations Committee. 

“The Army and Navy have already 
been cut too far,” he declared. “I shall 
certainly fight any further attempts.” 

Mr. Reed told the Journal that he 
has not yet had a chance to consider 
the War Department promotion bill 
which was sent to his office at the 
Capitol at the end of the last Congress, 
but hopes to have his committee take 
up the measure as soon as possible. 


“There is one thing that should be 
well understood in the Army and Navy, 
however,” he added, “And that is 
that there is absolutely no possibility 
for a pay increase at this time.” 

His own opinion on the matter of 
pay for the services was illustrated 
during an interview with newspaper- 
men yesterday, when he was asked 
about the possibility of a general pay 
cut for Government employees, “to

Treaty Navy, 165,000-Man 
Army, Demanded by VFW 


RESOLUTIONS urging the Congress 

to provide for national defense by 
appropriating for a treaty strength 
Navy, an Army of 165,000 enlisted men, 
a Navy of 125,000 enlisted men, and a 
National Guard minimum of 250,000 
were adopted by the Veterans of For- 
eign Wars at their national encamp- 
ment at Kansas City. 

Other resolutions adopted by the vet- 
erans gave approval to the report of 
the Interdepartmental Pay-Personnel 
Board on service pay and promotion, 
urged a section of the General Staff 
for Reserve affairs, approved legisla- 
tion looking toward the ferreting out 
and stamping out of communistic activ- 
ities, and approved a uniform pension 
measure for all veterans. 

Text of some of the outstanding res- 
olutions follow: 

“Whereas the pay of the Army, Navy 
and Marine Corps should be adjusted 
in the light of current conditions, and 

“Whereas dissatisfaction is known to 
exist throughout the various grades be- 
cause of stagnation in promotion and 
many valuable officers are being lost

| States’ Part in Defense Plan 
Stressed: by General Martin 


JNTERESTING figures and facts re- 

garding the National Guard and 
the States’ part in the scheme of Na- 
tional Defense were presented by Brig. 
Gen. Edward Martin, Pennsylvania 
State Treasurer and commanding gen- 
eral of the 55th Brigade, Pennsylvania 
National Guard, Sept. 9, at a conven- 
tion in Biloxi, Miss., of the National 
Association of State Auditors, Comp- 
trollers and Treasurers. 

“The states,” the General continued, 
“are interested in the National Guard 
more than any other component be- 
cause the law provides that it shall 
be under the dual control of the States 
and the National Government and shall 
be supported by both. This plan is 
not good but, like many other features 
of our Constitution, was a compromise. 

“In a general way the States are 
expected to house the National Guard, 
furnish its training area and provide 
expenses for administrative purposes. 
The Federal Government provides 
equipment and pay of officers and en- 
listed men. The States are to have 
the use of the National Guard in times

Budget Bureau Starts 
Army Hearings Oct. 8

While it is highly probable that the 
War Department estimates which the 
Bureau of the. Budget will approve 
for transmittal to the Congress in De- 
cember will total less than those of 
last year, it is quite certain that 
there will be no reduction in the size 
of the Army nor in the scope of its 
training activities. 

Any severe cut in appropriations 
for the Army would result in a total 
nullification of the already strained Na- 
tional Defense Act. This is clearly 
understood in administration circles, it 
is believed, where assent is given to the 
War Department’s contention that 
severe curtailment of funds would 
make it impossible to carry out the 
modest plans for training the Regular 
Army and the civilian components, 
without which National Defense as it 
is envisioned in the National Defense 
Act would amount to naught. 

Housing Program 

For one thing, the estimates for car- 
rying on the Army’s housing program, 
which last year formed a sort of “part 
two” of the War Department appro- 
priation bill and was included in its 
total, will not this year be submitted 
as a part of the War Department bill. 
The reason for this is simply that last 
year there were already specific au- 
thorizations for carrying on the build- 
ing program. These authorizations are 
now covered by specific appropriations. 
Therefore, to carry on the program 
there will have to be additional spe- 
cific authorizations before appropria- 
tions can be made. Therefore such 
appropriations will come in a separate 
measure later in the session follow- 
ing authorizations. 

Assuming that the Republicans again 
organize the House, Representative W. 
Frank James, of Michigan, will be 
chairman of the military committee. 
Mr. James’ deep concern in and knowl- 
edge of the Army’s housing problem is 
well known and that he will speed 
through an adequate authorization 
program based on his personal obser- 
vations, as well as the War Depart- 
ment’s recommendations, is assured. 

In view of the public demand and 
political promises to carry out govern- 
ment .programs which give employ- 
ment to the citizenry in large numbers, 
it is hardly likely that a program, so 
much necessitated by conditions, will 
be held up. 

Great Need Exists 

There is much yet to be done before 
any large majority of Army person- 
nel—commissioned or enlisted—can be 
given livable, comfortable quarters. It 
is true that the movement of troops, 
already ordered, and the abandonment 
of some posts (now held in abeyance 
until the Secretary’s return from the 
Philippines) will simplify the problem’ 
through a tendency to have fewer and 
larger posts. 

The need of housing facilities at 
such posts as Ft. George G. Meade, 
Md.; March Field, Calif.; Ft. Sam 
Houston, Tex., Ft. Benning, Ga., and 
many other posts, is well known in 
Army circles. |Then, too, decision to 
designate Ft. Sill, Okla., as the perma- 
nent home of the Field Artillery 
School abolishes the excuse of 
“temporary expediency” for any longer 
standing for the type of housing af- 
forded to service personnel there. 

Air Corps Increments 

With studies now under way look- 
ing toward the carrying out of the

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Representative Wood’s Proposal to Cut Army-Navy Funds Opposed By Press 





EPRESENTATIVE WILL R. WOOD’S statements advocating the curtail- 
ment of Army and Navy expenditures as a means of saving the Govern- 
ment money next year have met generally with disfavor by the press. The 
majority of editors seem to recognize that both the Army and Navy already are 
below adequate strength and are opposed to further cuts, judging from the 
reaction Mr. Wood’s remarks have received. His statement that we shouldn’t 
build up our Navy to treaty stremgth because “we wouldn’t have anyone to 
fight when we have built it” drew considerable ridicule from the press, and he 
himself lampooned for his views. A few papers, however, as would be 
expected, agreed fuHy with the House’s Appropriation Committee Chairman, 
claiming that with the Kellog treaty, World Court and League of Nations, we 
should not endanger “our moral world leadership” by building naval vessels. 


"THE Hartford, Conn., Courant (Republican), asks: ‘Calling for economy in 

Government, Representative Wood of Indiana demands a reduction in the 
appropriations for the Army and Navy. Why not a reduction in the appropria- 
tions for the salaries of Congressmen?” 


‘Te IS astonishing that Mr. Wood should fail to understand the nature of the 

Navy as an insurance against war,” states the Washington Post (Indepen- 
dent). “It is not merely a fighting machine. It is a force that helps the United 
States to avoid war. If it is equal to any foreign force, no foreign nations, no 
matter how hard pressed they may be in war, would be likely to imitate Ger- 
many’s suicidal act in provoking the United States to war. * * * 

“Chairman Wood is out of line with American sentiment when he proposes 
to disable the national defense in order to save money. The people are not 
demanding national imsecurity or risk of war in order to avoid taxes. They 
have always supported measures providing for the national defense as contem- 
plated by the Constitution. They would have the United States in the position 
of ‘just man armed.’ Mr. Wood should begin his economy program where there 
is extravagance, and not the national repose and security call for reasonable 
precautions.” 


a AS’ far as the construction program of our sea power is concerned there 
should be little difference of opinion,” declares the Troy, N. Y., Evening 
‘Record, of Mr. Wood’s cry for curtailment of the Army and Navy expenditures. 
“Of course the Navy League, official organ of the Big Navy following, and the 
officers of the Navy itself would be expected to ask for the fulfillment of the 
maximums of the London Treaty; but there are few others who favor it. 

“The fact is that this is no time to expand our sea forces. Every element 
in current affairs shrieks against it—depression, movements for peace, the 
Kellogg Treaty, the World Court, the League of Nations, the sentiment of a 
post-war world and the rapidity of science in destroying standard methods of 
warfare. To provide anything beyond a minimum of Navy expenditures would 
be an egregious blunder, attacking the nation’s moral leadership and antagoniz- 
ing the best and majority sentiment everywhere. Representative Wood is wise 
in countering the Tory propaganda of the Navy League and other Big Navy 
agencies. We should balance our budget, not assure deficits by needless expan- 


OW does he know?” asks the New York Post (Independent Republican), 

referring to Mr. Wood’s statement that “we are by so means threatened 
with war.” “Who knows?” they repeat, “Who knows what is going to come 
out of the ghastly confusions in Europe? Who knows whether the staggering 
weakness of capitalism may not tempt bolshevism into an attempt at a death 
punch? 
“Anything may happen, Mr. Wood, to the contrary, notwithstanding. In 
such times, the wise nation will not reduce its defenses. It will stand firm and 
keep its powder dry? 


“FREPRESENTATIVE WILL R. WOOD, of Indiana, chairman of the House

from all conscious danger of foreign aggression, can see little use? Of course, 
paying bonuses to ex-service men is quite a different matter. No protests on 
this score from Mr. Wood, though Congress tossed away more for the bonus in 
the last session than the combined total of Army-Navy budgets.” 


“HOW badly the politicians are scared by the thought of a tax increase before 

the Presidential election is illustrated by the bizarre suggestion of Will 
R. Wood, chairman of the House Committee on Appropriations, that money 
shall be saved through cutting down the Army and the Navy,” the Boston 
Transcript (Independent Republican) states. “Mr. Wood is not at all specific 
as to where or how these cuts should be made but contents himself with the 
general observation that ‘we are in no danger of war, and we do not need a 
large Army and Navy.’ As a matter of fact the United States Navy is not 
builded up even to the treaty standard while our Army always has been so 
small as merely to constitute a modest police force, to be augmented only in 
case of war. * * * The practical thing for Mr. Wood to do is to protect the 
Treasury against the kind of raids that have been made upon it.” 


HE New York News comments as follows: “Representative Will R. Wood, 

who is chairman of the House Appropriations Committee and who must 
know a lot about national defense because he comes from the great naval and 
military State of Indiana, wants the Army and Navy deprived of some more 
money.

2, 1926, it is not generally believed 
that further expansion of that arm of 
the service will be contemplated in the 
War Department estimates. It is con- 
sidered likely that a normal replace- 
ment program will be substituted. 

This will naturally result in eliminat- 
ing from the Army budget the funds 
for increasing the number of planes 
and other materiel. 

Meanwhile the Army is _ looking 
around for a means of providing the 
Air Corps with the fifth increment of 
enlisted personnel to which it is en- 
titled this year under the Act. Ren- 
dering inactive any large number of 
units of the other arms and services, 
as done in the first four years of the 
program, will be avoided as far as pos- 
sible. Major organizations will 
kept intact as far as possible. Of 
course, announcement was made some 
time ago that the 15th Infantry, in 
China, would render two companies in- 
active and that the personnel saved 
thereby would go toward the Air Corps 
increment. 

(Incidentally Companies G and L, 
15th Inf., were selected to be made in- 
active and the Philippine Department 
authorities have advised the 15th In- 
fantry that “No men will be returned 
to the United States to effect reduc- 
tion; no non-commissioned officers of 
the first three grades will be returned 
to the United States on the October 
boat to effect reduction; no further re- 
placements will be received from the 
United States until strength of regi- 
ment fs reduced by absorption to meet 
revised allotment.”) 

De Priest Protests 

The Department estimates that ap- 
proximately 1,200 enlisted men will be 
needed to give the Air Corps its incre- 
ment. Some of these will be provided 
through reduction of the 15th Infan- 
try discussed above. Others wili be 
provided through the demobilization of 
the colored detachments to be replaced 
at Ft. Leavenworth, Ft. Myer and 
West Point by units of the 10th Cavy- 
alry coming from Ft. Huachuca. 

Representative Oscar De Priest, col- 
ored Republican, of Illinois, protested 
this move to the President recently.

expression that this country would be 
“exceedingly sorry” if a postponement 
of the February limitation conference 
were effected, there is a widespread be- 
lief among observers that there are 
few nations concerned in the coming 
conference which would not like to see 
some other nation propose a postpone- 
ment. Even Mr. Castle, in discussing 
the subject, pointed out that should 
the meeting be postponed by the 
League, there is no apparent way the 
United States can effectively oppose 
such a step. 

With no concrete plan to work on, 
it is hardly likely that the conference 
would meet with any degree of success 
and as has been pointed out in these 
columns previously, most of the lead- 
ers realize that no conference would 
be better than a conference with no 
agreement. 

Although the budgetary method of 
limitation, endorsed in general terms 
by many leaders abroad and by the 
pacifists in this country, seems ‘to be 
gaining a foothold, it is by no means 
a concrete plan for the conference to 
discuss in concrete terms. How it 
would be supplied, by a percentage re- 
duction based on each nation’s past ex- 
penditures, or by applying a total figure 
for each country, or by comparing the 
budgets of the various nations with the 
others, is yet undetermined, as well as 
how it would be enforced—a problem 
of no small magnitude.

Its battle honors and colors 
will remain with the headquarters 
troop and the traditions of the regi- 
ment be maintained. 

When the abandonment of posts 
program is settled after the return of 
the Secretary, it may be that other 
detachments or units will give way for 
the Air Corps increment, but it is 
likely that a great part of the inecre- 
ment will be provided through a shav- 
ing down of overhead personnel so 
that the tactical organization of the 
service will not be further impaired.

General Fechet’s Term 


(Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet, whose 
term as Chief of the Air Corps ex- 
pires Dec. 14, has been granted a 
three-month leave of absence effective 
Sept. 8. He plans to pass a major 
part of his leave hunting and fishing, 
so it is not likely that Washington will 
see much of him before he steps out as 
chief of the corps. It is therefore op- 
portune to present the following sum- 
mary of the progress of the corps un- 
der his leadership. Incidentally, it is 
interesting to note that General Fechet, 
although he made known some time ago 
that he planned to apply for retire- 
ment at the expiration of his term, 
has not yet done so and told the Jour- 
nal yesterday that he has not yet de- 
cided that he will retire but may pos- 
sibly stay in the service.) 


The Air Corps Under the Administra- 
tion of Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet 
OUR years of the five-year program 

of expansion of the United States 

Army Air Corps have been success- 

fully completed under the guidance of 

Maj. Gen. James E. Fechet. He will 

complete his four-year detail as Chief 

of the Air Corps in December of this 
year. 

Probably the most notable achieve- 
ment during General Fechet’s period 
of leadership is the development of 
Air Corps tactics. The youngest com- 
bat branch in the Army, the Air Corps 
had its inception in the World War. 
Before that time it had been a sec- 
tion of the Signal Corps, with but a 
few airplanes and a few officers and 
enlisted men detailed to fly and main- 
tain them. Aviation increased enor- 
mously during the World War. Many 
individual lessons were learned by 
those who engaged in air combat. Air 
tactics, as such, however, were little 
developed at the time of the armistice. 
Large groups of planes had not moved 
as units under a unified system of 
command. 

With a view to a definite develop- 
ment in air tactics, annual Air Corps 
exercises have been held under Gen- 
eral Fechet’s supervision. The results 
of each yearly maneuver have been 
studied deliberately, and the experience 
gained has been used as a basis for 
the ensuing year. 

In the spring of 1928 an Air Corps 
Demonstration Group was organized 
at Langley Field, Va. Making up this 
group were Pursuit, Attack, Bombard- 
ment and Transport squadrons. Dem- 
onstrations showing the methods used 
by the different classes of aviation in 
attacking aerial and ground targets 
were given at the different service 
schools. Not only did the Air Corps 
personnel gain valuable experience in 
these demonstrations, but representa- 
tive officers of other branches saw at 
first hand the advantages as well as 
the limitations. of military aviation. 

From this rather modest beginning, 


&@ more comprehensive exercise was ] 


planned for the spring of 1929. Ac- 


cordingly, a joint maneuver, including 
Air Corps and ground troops was ar- 
ranged, and was held at this time near 
Columbus and Dayton, Ohio. Here 
were concentrated all available At- 
tack, Bombardment and Pursuit avia- 
tion, along with some Observation 
units from Mitchel Field, N. Y., and 
Ft. Riley, Kans. War _ conditions 
were simulated. The ground troops and 
the aviation of one army opposed those 
of the enemy. Officers were assigned 
to the simulated ground troops. These 
officers learned much concerning air 
tactics. The maneuver was a com- 
mand exercise and the Air Corps offi- 
cers gained greatly in experience in 
handling large aviation units and in 
the realization and practice of co-opera- 
tion with ground troops. 


As a result of the study of the Ohio 
maneuvers, plans were laid for the 
concentration of all tactical Air Corps 
units at Mather Field, Sacramento, 
Calif., the next spring. They were or- 
ganized into a Provisional Wing, and 
exercises were held for the purpose of 
combined training. Valuable tactical 
lessons were presented. Each class of 
aviation saw that it must depend on 
the others. It was demonstrated that 
an aviation Wing must operate as a 
unit, and not merely as a collection of 
units. During the three weeks covered 
by the maneuver each organization re- 
ceived valuable training, and one of 
the most vital things brought out was 
the absolute necessity of unified com- 
mand. Broader experience was gained 
in the technique of exercising this 
command, 


Were it not for these three prelim- 
inary exercises, the very comprehen- 
sive maneuvers of the Provisional Air 
Divison. of a few weeks ago would 
have been an impossibility. The demon- 
stration by the Air Division represent- 
ed the functioning of the largest “Air 
Force in history under unified com- 
mand, It helped to develop the logis- 
tics, command and administration of 
an Air Force. About 675 airplanes were 
used, and the personnel to man them 
consisted of some 700 commissioned 
officers, 70 flying cadets and 650 en- 
listed men. All personnel was actually 
transported in the airplanes during 
the maneuver, which covered over 
three weeks. Demonstrations and re- 
views by the division were held over 
Chicago, New York, Boston, Atlantic 
City, Trenton and Washington. Dur- 
ing the operations and concentration 
the airplanes flew over every State in 
the Union. 

Several valuable lessons which may 
be drawn from these 1931 exercises 
are: First—Such exercises are emi- 
nently important in the training of the 
staff assigned to the commanding gen- 
eral of such a large command, partic- 
ularly from the standpoint of adminis- 
tration and supply. Second—They are 
of great value in stimulating the pub- 
lic interest in this important branch 
of the National Defense. The citizens 
of the country should periodically have 
a concrete example of the use made of 
the funds appropriated for Army Avia- 
tion. Third—No casualties resulted 
from the maneuvers of this large air 
unit, nor were there any serious acci- 
dents. It was shown that such air 
movements may be made economically 
from the standpoint of life and mate- 
rial. Fourth—Such a large concentra- 
tion and movement of aircraft can be 
effected only after proper and ccntin- 
ued preparation over a period of 
years. The Air Corps cannot be ex- 
pected to operate a few planes indi- 
vidually during peace times and be 
competent in time of war to operate 
successfully with many times that 
number. This preparation includes the 
training of the staff in tactics and war 
plans, as well as the individual train- 
ing of pilots and mechanics. 

With the training and perfecting of 
Air Corps personnel in their duties 
comes the duty of demonstrating to 
and training with the other branches 
of the Army in air matters. In war 
the various Army branches must work 
together smoothly; the interdepend- 
ence of the different branches must be 
appreciated. Both the advantages and 
the limitations of the Air Force must 
be appreciated. The Air Corps made 
a notable effort in this direction in the 
spring of 1928, when its Demonstra- 
tion Group visited the various service 
schools. Now detachments of Air 
Corps organizations are stationed at 
a number of the service schools for 
this very purpose. Education in air 
matters is being extended to all Army 
branches, and education of Air Corps 
tactical units is being extended con- 
cerning methods of co-operation with 








ground forces. The Air Corps detach- 


ments at the service schools are daily 
engaged in this very thing. 

During the last four years many 
missions have been. kown in co-opera- 
tion with the Coast Artillery to give 
this branch practice in firing at tar- 
gets towed by airplanes. These mis- 
sions have aided greatly in the de- 
velopment of antiaircraft guns and 
the technique of their use. 


Similar problems have been worked 
out with the Infantry, Cavalry and 
Field Artillery in connection with the 
development of systems of defense by 
these branches against Attack and 
Pursuit aviation. 

An Air Corps detachment is main- 
tained at the Chemical Warfare School 
at Edgewood Arsenal, Md. This unit 
is working on problems concerning the 
use of chemical bombs and the laying 
of smoke screens, should it be neces- 
sary to employ these retaliatory meas- 
ures in war. 

The Air Corps, like the other Army 
branches, has its own system of 
schools. Their excellence is shown by 
the’ fact that a number of foreign 
countries have sent their officers to 
these schools. Upon graduation these 
officers have returned to their several 
countries to demonstrate our doctrines 
there. An enumeration of these 
schools with a brief explanation about 
each is given below. 

The Air Corps Technical School at 
Chanute Field, IL, concerns itself with 
the training of officers and enlisted 
men in the mechanical arts applicable 
to military aviation. Flyng instruc- 
tion and tactics are not taught there, 
but a large number of planes are used 
to demonstrate the problems studied. 
Courses are given in Mechanics, Com- 
munications, Photography and Arma- 
ment. 

The Air Corps Tactical School at 
Maxwell Field, Ala., gives courses of 
instruction for officers only. These 
courses deal with tactical Air Corps 
matters, and co-operation with ground 
troops. Airplanes are used in the 
demonstration of principles, and most 
of the changes in tactics originate 
from the studies made at this school. 
The student body includes officers 
from other combat branches as well 
as Air Corps officers. 

The Air Corps Primary and Ad- 
vanced Flying Schools are located near 
San Antonio, Tex. There the student, 
whether commissioned officer, flying 
eadet or enlisted man, enters in most 
cases with no knowledge of flying. 
After a year’s instruction in the art, 
he is competent to fly all types of 
Army planes, and there are many. Not 
only can he fly, but he can also oper- 
ate machine guns, drop bombs and 
operate aerial cameras and radio. He 
has a knowledge of minor air tactics, 
and is sufficiently trained in general 
military subjects to be commissioned 
in the Air Reserve. 

The Air Corps Engineering School 
at Wright Field, Ohio, receives as stu- 
dents Air Corps officers who are quali- 
fied by education and experience to 
pursue advanced work in aeronautical 
engineering. The training given fits 
them for aeronautical design and re- 
search work. 

To visualize the amount of school 
training accomplished in the last four 
years the following statistical data is 
of interest. 987 students graduated 
from the Advanced Flying School. 
Among these are included 65 special 
observers. The Air Corps Tactical 
School graduated 116 students. The 
Air Corps Engineering School gradu- 
ated 38 students, all Air Corps offi- 
cers. The Air Corps Technical School 
graduated 108 Air Corps officers, 18 
Air Corps Reserve officers, 72 enlisted 
men from Air Corps Reserve organiza- 
tions, 2,230 enlisted men from the Air 
Corps, Regular Army, and 19 enlisted 
men of the Marine Corps, as well as 
15 officers from foreign countries. A 
number of foreign officers have also 
graduated from the Air Corps Ad- 
vanced Flying School and the Air 
Corps Tactical School. 

Development in air tactics has de- 
manded new and improved systems of 
training. One of the most notable de- 
velopments along these lines is the 
course of blind or instrument flying in- 
troduced into the curriculum of the 
Air Corps Flying School. The student 
is placed in a covered cockpit, simulat- 
ing cloud or fog conditions, and oper- 
ates the plane, depending solely on the 
instruments in flying the plane cor- 
rectly. An instructor also rides in the 
plane. This instruction has also been 
carried on at a number of the otber 
fields. 

As an additional aid to flying under 
unfavorable conditions of weather,

radio beacon has been developed. A ra- 
dio transmitting set sends out signals 
in the form of a beam directed toward 
a desired point. Bl means of a suitable 
radio receiving set in the airplane, the 
pilot is enabled to follow the radio 
beacon to the landing field, toward 
which the beam points. This is an im- 
portant supplement to navigational in- 
struments. These beacons are in opera- 
tion at a number of Air Corps fields. 
Their successful use was shown ad- 
mirably in the flight of Lieutenants 
Maitland and Hegenberger from Cali- 
fornia to Hawaii several years ago. 
Night flying is practiced by the Air 
every field. Lights are installed on the 
Corps tactical organizations at nearly 
airplanes so the pilot and crew may 
observe the instruments, and they are 
also placed on the wing tips and tail, 
to avoid collisions. To aid in landing 
safely, lights are ins‘alled to light the 
ground ahead. At Air Corps fields, 
lighting systems have been installed, 
so that upon the arrival of a plane 
overhead the ground may be illumi- 
nated sufficiently for a safe landing. 
The tactical organizations perform 
sufficient night flying so that they are 
entirely competent to perform the 
night missions required in time of war. 
Military aerial photographers have 
accomplished some noteworthy things. 
The demands along this line differ 
greatly from those of commercial 
aviation. Military cameras must be 
developed, capable of taking pictures 
from the great altitudes at which the 
planes must fly to avoid antiaircraft 
gunfire and the hostile patrols which 
are flying at medium altitudes. Aerial 
photographic mapping is probably pre- 
dominantly military. An _ arrange- 
ment of lenses must be devised, where 
the maximum ground area is_ photo- 
graphed for each exposure. An Air 
Corps officer photographed Mt. 
Rainier, Wash., from a distance of 266 
miles with a standard camera equip- 
ped to penetrate smoke and haze over 
great distances. The Air Corps has 
performed not only its own work, but 
has performed many tasks for other 
departments of the Government. Dur- 
ing this four-year period the Air 
Corps has photographed over 72,000 
square miles for the the War Depart- 
ment and other Federal agencies, 
much of it being for the U. S. Geologi- 
cal Survey. Part of this work was 
done in connection with flood control, 
beach erosion and building planning. 
Just as it is desirable for commer- 
cial airplanes to have radio receiving 
sets installed to receive weather data, 
and necessary instructions, so it is 
more necessary that military planes 
should be likewise equipped. In most 
military types of planes there should 
also be installed transmitting sets. By 
this means commands are transmitted 
from planes in flight as well as from 
the ground. The observers may in- 
stantly transmit information of the 
enemy discovered while flying over 
enemy territory. The Air Corps and 
the Signal Corps have, in conjunction, 
successfully developed and _ installed 
such sets, suitable for military use. 
This development has gone hand in 
hand with the radio beacon. 
The development and use of air- 
craft armament is predominantly mili- 
tary. Arms and ammunition have 
been developed over many hundreds of 
years, but types especially for aircraft 
have been adapted only lately. The 
weight and size of bombs, guns and 
ammunition are determined by the 
plane. The weight of the armament 
must not be so great that the plane 
will lose its most valuable asset, 
speed. Several types of guns, with 
their equipment, have been developed 
and mounted on planes, firing through 
the circle described by the propeller. 
By an ingenious combination of gears 





and controls, the gun can be fired

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- Searchlight Exercises 
"THE searchlight exercises which 

started on Aug. 15, at Ft. Humph- 
reys, Va., and which continue until 
Oct. 1, have gotten well under way. 
The tests are largely for the purpose 
of gaining data and experience in the 
use of sound locators, searchlights, 
comparators, oscillators, occulters and 
the new type power plant. 

Four branches of the Army are tak- 
ing part in the exercises, they are the 
Coast Artillery, which uses the search- 
lights; the Ordnance Department, 
which ic charged with the procure- 
ment of them, the Engineers, and the 


Air Corps. 

There are two phases of the exer- 
cises, the technical and tactical. The 
former is now under way. The latter 
will consist of the establishment of an 
anti - aircraft searchlight defense 
around a small area—in this case one 
of a diameter of approximately 12 
miles. There are at present at Ft. 
Humphreys 15 searchlights and 15 
sound locators in use in the exercises. 

Three platoons of searchlights are 
present, one from the 69th Coast Ar- 
tillery at Ft. McClellan, Ala., one from 
the 12th Coast Artillery at Ft. Mon- 
roe, Va., and one from the 62nd Coast 
Artillery at Ft. Totten, N. Y 

One of the objects of the exercises 
is to solve the problems contingent on 
the various formations of air bombard- 
ment planes, both with and without the 
accompaniment of pursuit ships. The 
use of the latter is to neutralize the 
use of searchlights. There is also the 
desire, it was pointed out, to learn 
methods of cooperation between search- 
lights and pursuit planes against en- 
emy bombardment ships. 

The exercises are under the direc- 
tion of a board of officers composed of 
Maj. R. V. Cramer, CAC; Maj. H. H. 
Stickney, CE; Maj. H. C. Minton, OD; 
Capt. W. H. Murphy, SC; Capt. F. J. 
McSherry, CAC; Capt. George C. Ken- 
ney, AC; Capt. B. H. Bowley, CE, and 
Lt. Newton Longfellow, AC. 

The conduct of the exercises is su- 
pervised by Col. E. H. Schulz, CE, 
commanding officer at Ft. Humphreys, 
with Maj. Gerald B. Robinson in active 
charge.

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New Safety Trophy 


Bs were opened in the Bureau of 

Supplies and Accounts, Navy De- 
partment, Sept. 8, for the purchase of 
a Safety Trophy for navy yards and 
stations. Beginning with Jan. 1, 1931, 
all navy yards and stations employing 
1,000 or more persons were placed upon 
a competitive basis in accident preven- 
tion, 

The records of the various naval 
shore establishments were computed 
for a period of five years and from 
these figures a factor was obtained 
showing the best performance for this 
five-year period. This method placed 
all competitors upon as even a basis 
as possible. The establishment show- 
ing the greatest improvement in the 
prevention of accidents will be awarded 
the trophy for a period of one year, 
and the establishment which first wins 
it for the third time retains it per- 
manently. 

It is contemplated to place those 
yards and stations having less than 
1,000 employees upon a similar com- 
petitive basis beginning Jan. 1, 1932. 

Publicity, educational methods, and 
this competitive feature have done 
much to improve the Navy’s accident 
record, one navy yard showing an im- 
provement of 78.7 per cent during a 
period of two years, while other yards 
have improved in proportion. Out of 
18 available places, the Navy’s record, 
compared with other establishments of 
a similar nature, places the various 
naval stations as follows: First, third, 
fourth, fifth, sixth, seventh, eighth, 
ninth, thirteenth and seventeenth. 

The trophy is to be a bronze plaque 
measuring approximately 18 inches by 
24 inches on an ebony base.

Recommission Gunboats 

HE Commander-in-Chief, U. S. 

Asiatic Fleet, Admiral M. M. Tay- 
lor, USN, has notified the Department 
that the USS Palos, river gunboat at- 
tached to the Asiatic Fleet, will be 
placed in full commission on Sept. 5, 
for duty with the Yangtze River Pa- 
trol, and the USS Monocacy will also 
be placed in commission about Sept. 
12 for the same duty. 

The Palos and Monocacy, which 
have been in reduced commission, have 
a mean draft-of 2 feet and 5 inches. 
This shallow draft will make these 
vessels available for relief work in 
the flooded areas where the other ves- 
sels would be of little use. The other 
river gunboats attached to the Yangtze 
Patrol are of approximately twice the 
draft of the Monocacy and Palos. 

Y. S. Williams is in com- 
mand of the Yangtze River Patrol, 
whieh consists of the following ves- 
sels: Luzon, flagship, Tutuila, Panay, 
Oahu, Guam, Monocacy, Palos. 
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Schneider Cup Races 


(GREAT BRITAIN’S crack airplane 

racing pilots will attempt to set 
a new world’s speed record today when 
the famous Schneider Cup races are 
run at Calshot. France and Italy, 
originally scheduled to enter teams, 
will not compete, giving England the 
trophy by default. 

The reasons given for France and 
Italy’s withdrawal are bad weather 
and loss of machines. Both countries 
would have participated if the races 
could have been postponed for six 
months, it is said, but this was not 
allowed. 

British flyers, who have been prac- 
ticing for the event for the last month, 
are said to have attained speeds of 
more than 400 miles an hour. 





Set Safety Records 


"THE Navy has added two records to 

its credit in safety engineering. 
One was established by the Navy 
Yard, Cavite, P. I., where the pattern- 
makers and foundry workers, which 
include the chippers and grinders, have 
worked seven and a half years without 
an accident which necessitated loss of 
time by any employee. The total num- 
ber of working hours during that pe- 
riod was 1,550,000. 

Five Naval Air Stations made a 
record during May, 1931. The air sta- 
tions at Lakehurst, N. J.; Pensacola, 
Fla.; San Diego, Calif.; Hampton 
Roads, Va., and Coco Solo, C. Z., which 
employ a total of 2,203 men, worked 
427,000 man-hours without a lost-time 
accident. 





Captain Gregory Praised 

APT. MAURICE C. GREGORY, 

USMC, has been awarded a special 
letter of commendation from the Sec- 
retary of the Navy for his service in 
Nicaragua. 

The letter, which was published at 
the opening of the Marine Corps 
Schools at Quantico, Sept. 5, follows: 

1. I have read with pleasure a letter 
from the commanding general, Second 
Brigade Marines, Managua, Nicaragua, 
dated March 18, 1930, in which he 
makes the following recommendation 
regarding your service in Nicaragua:

3. The initiative, good judgment and 
attention to duty under the trying 
conditions in Nicaragua made your 
service most valuable, and I commend 
you heartily for your excellent per- 
formance of duty.

Marine Cut to Stay 


'T'HE reduction of the Marine Corps 

from 17,500 to 16,000 men, ordered 
in June as an “economy” measure, is 
to continue through the next two 
years at least. 

It was stated at the Navy Depart- 
ment this week that the Navy Depart- 
ment’s budget for the fiscal year 1933, 
now before the Bureau of the Budget, 
calls for an average strength for the 
year of 16,000 men. Appropriations 
for the current year call for an aver- 
age strength of 17,500 men, but this 
was ordered cut to 16,000 after the 
conference of Navy Department offi- 
cials with the President at his Rapi- 
dan camp last June. 

The Department’s budget was for- 
warded by Secretary Adams to the 
Bureau of the Budget on Sept. 1, and 
s now being studied by officers of that 
office. Hearings will be held on the 
project about the middle of October. 
The estimates total more than the cur- 
rent year’s appropriations, it is stated 
at the Department, the money neces- 
sary for new construction increasing 
the amount above that for this year, 
in spite of the savings effected by rigid 
economies in maintenance figures.

T IS FORTUNATE FOR the United States that the American Legion is 

growing in strength and that it is directing-its concern to the welfare of 
the country. The effort is being made to create the impression that the Legion 
is actuated wholly by selfish interest and that bonus and pension raids upon the 
Treasury are the dominating motives of its activities. The people need not 
fear that the men who fought for their ideals during war have any purpose to 
destroy it in peace. They have a natural interest in requiring the Government 
they all supported to take adequate care of the unfortunate, and to make good 
the earnings they might have made in civilian pursuits during the time they 
were in uniform. But aside from the direct benefits to the veterans themselves, 
the country is enjoying the possession of patriots, who stand as a bulwark, to 
quote Major General James G. Harbord, retired, against “the foreign red and 
the industrious yellow alike industriously inimical to our free institution.” It 
is argued the Legion should not be in politics, in other words, that this vital 
field should be left solely for cultivation by pacifists. We feel with General 
Harbord that in dealing with the important issues of the day, the Legion is 
but doing its duty, and we hold with him the time will come when by action 
and through representatives in public office, the men who were under the Colors 
in the World War will be the dominating force in Government. 





HERE IS SOME SATISFACTION to be derived from the views expressed 

by Congressman Wood, Chairman of the House Appropriation Committee, 
which were quoted in our last week’s issue, in his recognition of the necessity 
of maintaining the Army at its present strength. We also are in agreement 
with him in his desire to improve the status of the younger officers of the 
Service. He has, of course, his own way of accomplishing this result—by the 
forced elimination of higher ranking officers. We rather think such an attempt 
will be made during the coming session. Some of the promotion bills to be 
considered contain a provision to this end. We gather, however, that the 
Military Committees of the two Houses will move slowly in reaching a decision 
on this important question. The House Committee, probably under the direction 
of the informed Congressman James, will study carefully the effects of elimina- 
tion suggestions, and when it shall have finished its investigation will probably 
present to the House a bill which in its judgment will do the least harm to 
National Defense and offer the greatest benefit to the Service. After the House 
shall have acted, the proposal must run the gauntlet of the Senate Military 
Committee and the Senate. The question of cost will enter into the discussion, 
but in spite of it we are of the opinion that a solution of the promotion problem 
will be on the statute books before the next session ends. 





APPARENTLY, FOREIGN MINISTER GRANDI, of Italy, anticipates a lengthy 

meeting of the World’s Disarmament experts, who will open their session 
next February. He has proposed that new armament programs be suspended 
during the period of the conference. Involved in the suggestion are technical 
difficulties, to say nothing of the unemployment that would follow, and we 
have it from Mr. Grandi’s own lips that another examination of war debts 
deserves simultaneous consideration. In other words, Italy is in accord with 
President Hoover’s idea that the debts be scaled in return for general dis- 
armament. To what extent Mr. Grandi discussed his plan with Secretary Stimson 
when the latter was recently in Rome we do not know, but it is reasonable 
tu assume that the American Cabinet officer got an inkling of it and was not 
surprised at its submission to the League of Nations. France is not in sympathy 


‘either with the Grandi proposal or with any additional weakening of her strength, 


and the reasons for her attitude were well expressed by Major General Ely in 
a speech he made last Saturday night. But the Washington Administration is 
eager iv get any results at all from the disarmament negotiations, and will not 
hesitate to make concessions to this end. In the meantime, it looks as though the 
United States is to be still further removed from the plan of sea parity that was 
announced with such a blare of trumpets following the London conference. 





RECENT DEVELOPMENTS HAVE rearroused Japanese suspicion of America. 
"First, there were quoted with sensational headlines extracts from Herbert 
0. Yardley’s “Black Chamber,” which purported to reveal that during the 
Washington Naval Conference State Department experts had decoded instruc- 
tions to the Japanese delegates and thus learned the latter were prepared to 
agree to the 6-10 instead of the 7-10 ratio. Then came the foolish photographing 
of Japanese fortifications by the American civilian flyers Herndon and Pang- 
born, and finally was born the idea that Colonel Lindbergh was on an American 
military mission. To the jingoists of the Far Eastern Empire we may say 
that if the State Department got hold of the instructions to the Japanese dele- 
gates, they served of no advantage to the United Sates; for Mr. Hughes was 
determined to surrender the right of his country to ma‘gtain any kind of a 
base west of the Hawaiian Islands. And the parity, which this was assumed 
te provide, has gone with other political intentions as to the strength of the 
Fleet. Herndon and Pangborn had no connection with either the Army or the 
Navy, and Colonel Lindbergh’s mission is wholly friendly and peaceful. Just at 
present, we think Japan’s concern lies in Manchuria and the attitude of the 
Soviet Government, and we predict she may count upon us to be her cordial 
neighbor should trouble arise with the latter.

Promotion Legislation Discussed.—An interesting situation has arisen in con- 
nection with the War Department promotion bill, which may have an important 
bearing upon the chances of the passage of this measure or of any other Army 
personnel bill. The MacArthur bill, bearing the formal endorsement of the Sec- 
retary of War, now reposes on the desks of the chairmen of the Military Com- 
mittees of the Senate and House. Although it was sent to the Military Com- 
mittee heads last March, with recommendation of Secretary Hurley that it be 
enacted, the bill, estimated to cost about $1,300,00 the first year, has not been 
approved by the Bureau of the Budget. 

Rules promulgated by the Budget require that all legislation initiated by 
Government departments must be submitted to them before being sent to Con- 
gress, and if decreed to be in conflict with the financial program of the President 
must be abandoned. Though there is no compulsion to these rules, contained in 
Bureau of the Budget Circular Order, in the sense that if not followed the legis- 
lation would be illegal, this procedure is followed by all departments. It is not 
believed that Secretary Hurley, in sending a promotion bill to Congress without 
pursuing this course, was acting in conflict with the President’s financial policy, 
but if he received the informal approval of the Chief Executive last March or 
at that time hoped to receive it this Fall, the situation today is somewhat 
changed. 

When rumors were heard to the effect that the promotion bill proposed by 
the Marine Corps had been disapproved by the President on account of the cost 
involved, those interested in Army promotion reform wondered as to the possible 
significance it had to any Army proposal. It has been learned, now, that this 
is actually just what happened: 

When the measure, bearing the endorsement of the Major General Com- 
mandant, prepared for forwarding to the Bureau of the Budget, was presented 
to.the Secretary of the Navy, Mr. Adams, instead of signing it, took the matter 
to the White House personally. Mr. Adams was informed by the President that 
if the bill provided for any increased appropriations, it would not be approved. 
Thereupon, the Secretary returned the measure to the Marine Corps for revision. 
This has been done, and the bill, now not costing any money, has been approved 
by the Secretary of the Navy. 

In the light of this, what is going to happen to the War Department pro- 
motion bill? 

It is possible, of course, for Congress to pass an Army promotion bill with- 
out having submitted it to the Bureau of the Budget. It also can pass a bill, 
if the approval of the Budget is asked and refused, after the War Department 
bill has been considered by the Military Committees. Under the rules of the 
Bureau of the Budget, if legislation is submitted to a Government department 
for recommendation, the Budget must determine whether it meets with the 
President’s financial program, and if not, the department must recommend 
against the bill. It used to be that when the Budget disapproved a measure, 
which the department concerned wanted, they could state that they believed the 
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bill desirable but could not approve because of the Budget’s action. Last year, 
however, the Budget ordered that the departments, could not state in their re- 
ports that they favored the bill but that the Budget objected, but should merely 
state that “enactment of the measure was not recommended.” 

In the case of the War Department bill, even if the Budget later reports 
against it, Congress will already have an expression of opinion from the War 
Department on a promotion scheme, something they have been asking for for 
years, when personnel legislation is pressed. 

It is believed that the War Department bill will most certainly go to the 
Budget this Fall, either before the Committees take up the measure or afterward, 
and in view of the Marine Corps’ experience, an unfavorable report is predicted. 
However, if this happens, Congress will then have the bill, disapproved by the 
Budget to be sure, but still with the War Department’s strong endorsement pre- 
viously given. As many members of Congress object strenuously to having the 
Budget “dictate” what legislation may or may not be passed, the chances of the 
bill are by no means dark. Secretary Hurley is very close to the President and 
has never been seen in conflict with him. From the procedure which has been 
followed in connection with the bill, it would appear that the Chief Executive, 
though not backing the bill, will not oppose it, and the Army, if it can get the 
bill through Congress without the approval of the Budget, will be allowed its 
promotion reform without the intervention of a veto. 


Navy Study Reveals Defective Stern-post Castings.—Vibration caused by “the 
excessive length of the hull” is the reason given for the cracking of the stern- 
posts on the American cruisers of the Pensacola type by the Navy League of 
Great Britain, an organization intimately connected with the British Admiralty. 
In the latest issue of their publication, “The Navy,” the following is said regarde 
ing the cruisers: 

“The defects of construction which have been revealed in several of the new 
10,000 ton cruisers of the Pensacola class, are of the following nature: The ex- 
cessive length of the hull has produced such vibration that the sternpost has 
suffered severe concussion and become disconnected. The stern parts of all these 
ships will no doubt have to be replaced and reinforced. This will result in a 
sensible diminution of speed, which was planned at 32 knots, as well as consid- 
erable delay in ‘placing the ships in service.” 

Although not stating the authority of their indirect quotation, “The Navy” 
in the past, has often quoted from the British Naval Intelligence reports, it is 
said. 

Rear Adm. George H. Rock, CC, Chief of the Bureau of Construction and 
Repair, however, yesterday stated that the British statements were -unfounded. 
The investigation instituted when the defective posts appeared on one vessel 
after another has been finished, he said, and it has been concluded that it was 
defective casting which caused the breaks. 

“No,” Admiral Rock stated, “the length of the hull of the cruisers had noth- 
ing to vith the breaks. As all of the cracked stern-posts showed defects, we 
have concluded that the breaks occurred because of bad castings. In order to 
assure that this would not occur again, we have chcanged the design of the 
posts, not because the design was bad, but because with the old design, it was 
probably very difficult for the manufacturer to secure a good casting. 

“Nor will the new stern-posts decrease the speed of the cruisers,” he con- 
tinued, “the new design is stronger than the old one, but will not affect the speed 
of the vessels in any way.”

New Emergency Flotation Gear for Planes.—A new type of emergency floating 
gear which will work automatically, has been developed by the Navy for use 
upon land planes, and after being pronounced as successful in laboratory tests, 
has been forwarded to the air forces operating on carriers for service tests. 
With the emergency flotation gear now used on all Navy land planes which 
operate over the sea, it is necessary for the pilot to pull a release valve to 
inflate the support bags, which are carried folded in the wings or fuselage. The 
Navy’s new development, details of which are being very carefully guarded, 
consists of a valve which will operate automatically, releasing the bags and 
starting the inflation without any action by the pilot. The pressure of water 
upon the diaphram when the plane gets part way under water sets the floating 
gear into action, if the pilot has been stunned, or is otherwise unable to work 
the release lever. The new type valves to be installed will merely replace those 
now in service, without changing the other parts of the flotation gear. The 
development in no way can prolong the life of the emergency floats, which 
varies from several days in calm weather to several hours in a heavy sea, it 
is said.

Representative LaGuardia Scents Lot Auction.—Inquiry as to whether “Mon- 
tauk real estate lots” would be sold at auction at a Navy Band concert at Forest 
Hills, N. Y., was made by Representative Fiorella H. LaGuardia, R., of N. Y., 
this week. The question was asked by Mr. LaGuardia in a telegram to Secretary 
of the Navy Charles Francis Adams. Previously the New York Congressman 
had wired to the Secretary asking him not to permit a Navy band to play at 
the tennis tournament, and thereby “take bread from the families of unemployed 
musicians.” 

Secretary Adams responded to the protest with a telegram stating that 
the band concert was a Sunday one, and had nothing to do with the tennis toure 
nament, and was authorized by Congress. 

“Will you kindly quote act of Congress you refer to?” then wired LaGuardia. 
“Who is paying the band’s transportation and its maintenance while here? Are 
the musicians being paid? If so how much and by whom? Have you inquired? 
Will there be any auction or other advertisement of lots at Montauk to be sold at 
this concert?”

General Fuller to Tour—Maj. Gen. Ben H. Fuller, Commandant of the Marine 
Corps, will leave Washington, Sept. 14, for an inspection trip of Marine activities 
on the West Coast, which will last about six weeks. Accompanied by his aide, 
Capt. Frank B. Geottge, General Fuller will sail from Hampton Roads, Va., on 
the Naval transport Henderson.

Although in the past, it has been 
customary in the Marine Corps, to withhold the appointments until after the 
vacancy occurs, it is considered as likely that an announcement of the new gen- 
eral officers might be made within the next few days. General Fuller conferred 
with Secretary Adams yesterday and it is believed that this matter was dis- 
cussed. If General Fuller’s choices are agreeable to the Secretary and to the 
President, announcement will hardly be held up until after General Butler’s 
retirement, it is thought.

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Advises Legion Leadership 


paennees of the American Legion 
were advised to take political 
leadership of the country into their 
own hands and to assume the respon- 
sibility of shaping its foreign and do- 
mestic policies by Maj. Gen. James 
G. Harbord, USA, ret., at the New 
York State convention of the Legion 
held in Syracuse, Sept. 4. 

General Harbord, now chairman of 
the board of directors of the Radio 
Corporation, declared that the Legion- 
naires were better fitted than any 
other body of citizens for this task and 
predicted that in 15 years they would 
dominate the State and Federal Gov- 
ernments. 

“It ought not to be necessary for 
a man to feel any diffidence in ad- 
dressing an American audience on 
matters pertaining to the World War,” 
General Harbord said. “But it is a 
fact that the average American these 
days is not greatly interested in the 
events or personages of the war. Ours 
is a land of short memories and brief 
regrets, and we were not in the war 
long enough and did not suffer enough 
loss for the reality of war to be 
brought home to our people as a na- 
tion. 

“This apathy toward the war, how- 
ever, is not hard to understand. It 
is the historic attitude of our people 
and has followed all our wars, except 
perhaps the Civil War. 

“There is a very considerable paci- 
fist movement in our country. A large 
number of honest but, in my opinion, 
misguided people, believe it possible in 
this twentieth century to bring about 
that permanent peace which has been 
the dream of all ages, but which the 
Prince of Peace himself failed to 
achieve two thousand years ago. 

“With the professional pacifists are 
allied a great many persons whose 
living depends upon sustaining the 
interest of contributors in some par- 
ticular brand of uplift activity, much 
of which leads into the pacifist move- 
ment. 

“The recent publication of the ex- 
periences of General Pershing has 
turned our thoughts a little more di- 
rectly toward the great world struggle. 
He has well testified to the character 
of the men who, for the first time in 
history, carried the banner of the New 
World into military conflict in the Old. 

“And in truth there is in war itself 
something beyond mere logic and 
above cold reason. There is still some- 
thing in war which in the last analysis 
man values above social comforts, above 
ease, and even above religion. It is 
the mysterious power that war gives 
to life, of rising above mere life. It 
cannot be explained on any statemeiit 
of profit and loss; it can be read on no 
balance sheet, and some are forever 
incapable of understanding it. The 
Saviour Himself did not hesitate to 
draw metaphors from camp and field, 
and He pronounced no anathema 
against war. It may be that peace 
He died to promote was not the peace 
of ending battles but the peace within 
the soul. 

“IT sometimes wonder if man’s fail- 
ure to end war is a reflection on his 
capacity or upon his sincerity. We 
all join the chorus of the pack and 
chase the distant rainbow or perma- 
nent peace, but those of you who 
served your country in the World War 
must know that there is nothing left 
for you in life, as your days wane, 
that will ever seem quite so much 
worth while. 

“My judgment is that your great 
value to your country lies now not 
In your potentiality as front-line 
troops, but in the charaeter of ycour 
citizenship as graduates from the 
school -of war. It is you who must 
so influence your country’s policies, 
foreign and domestic, that the proba- 
bility of other wars will be mini- 
mized not only by suitable and ade- 
quate preparedness as_ insurance 
against them, but by bringing to gov- 
ernmental institutions the disciplined 
system, efficiency and steadiness which 
enabled you so well to do your part in 
ene brave Summer and Autumn of

automatically by the pilot at a high 
rate of speed, but only at the instant 
when the bullet will miss the propeller 
blades. These guns are fixed in rela- 
tion to the plane and are aimed by fly- 
ing the plane at the target. Movable 
guns are also mounted on the planes, 
and are operated by a gunner. They 
are so mounted so that they may be 
aimed in any direction. Due to the 


speed of the plane, air cooling, only, 
is necessary. At least eight machine 
guns can be mounted on some types of 
bombardment planes. 

Bombs in various weights from 
about 25 pounds to 4,000 pounds have 
been developed by the Ordnance De- 
partment in conjunction with the Air 
Corps. It may be mentioned here that 
in the recent bombing tests with the 
Mount Shasta, principally 100-pound 
bombs were used, with a few 300 
pounders. The target was a moving 
one, drifting with the wind and tide, 
and it was desired to have all the per- 
sonnel use the maximum amount of 
bombs allowable for the exercises for 
their training. It will be remembered 
that in the bombing exercises of 1923 
off the Virginia Capes, when two ob- 
solete battleships were sunk, a number 
of 1,100-pound bombs were used. Many 
of the bombs which missed the ships 
caused the hulls to be punctured by 
blast effect. 

Experimental development of air- 
planes and enginess has progressed 
satisfactorily in the last four years, 
as shown by increased performance of 
the planes. Dependability is probably 
more important than _ performance. 
The majority of serious accidents may 
be laid to improper judgment of the 
pilot, and not to the equipment. In- 
creasing air traffic makes the air col- 
lision more likely, and cloud and fog 
flying is always dangerous near moun- 
tainous country, or near high build- 
ings. The pilot, only, can decide when 
he should turn back and land. Both 
water cooled and air cooled enginés are 
in military use. Each has its advan- 
tages and disadvantages. The water 
or liquid cooled engine provides less 
frontal area, and in some cases more 
economical operation. The air cooled 
engine, on the other hand, is lighter in 
weight on account of the fact there 
are no water jackets, radiator, pump, 
nor water, itself. For proper cooling, 
however, they are built radially, and 
that makes for large frontal area, 
which in turn cuts down speed, They 
are, of course, short in length, making 
the plane very maneuverable. Ad- 
vances in metallurgy and design have 
increased power and lessened weight, 
and new cowlings for radial engines 
have lessened parasitic resistance. On 
the other hand, radiator size has been 
reduced by 70 per cent with the use 
of liquids which have a high boiling 
point. This has greatly reduced 
frontal area, and weight, and in- 
creased the speed. All military en- 
gines are purchased from commercial 
firms, carefully tested by the Air 
Corps Engineering Divsion, which in 
turn suggests changes. Furthermore, 
the engines are made according to Air 
Corps specifications, which are some- 
what flexible to permit of initiative on 
the manufacturer’s part. And the

Improvements in airplane design 
have kept pace with engine develop- 
ment. Present day military and com- 
mercial planes fly faster for unit 
power than ever before. Both planes 
and engines fly longer without major 
overhaul than ever before, and both 
require less maintenance. The ten- 
dency has beén increasingly toward all 
metal construction. Metal stands up 
better under hard usage and weather- 
ing. Efficient brakes and tail wheels 
reduce the work of the ground crew, 
and make it easy for the pilot to 
maneuver the plane on the ground, as 
well as to reduce the necessary size 
of the field. This is of great value to 
military as well as to civil aviation. 

While the Government has never 
given aviation subsidies, it neverthe- 
less buys all planes and engines from 
commercial manufacturers. This busi- 
ness has tided them over periods of 
depression, Air Corps research has 
been made available to them, thereby 
assisting the industry by making the 
results: available to commercial avia- 
tion, and the Air Corps has gained by 
improvements which have been made 
due to commercial flying and manufac- 
turing requirements. 

Air Corps officer pilots are station- 
ed at the factories of the principal air- 
craft and engine manufacturers to in- 
spect and assist by personal contact 
and flight test, in the manufacture of 
military equipment. 

Four years ago, Air Corps personnel 
were living and working in temporary 
structures built during the late war. 
Lately the Congress has appropriated 
funds for permanent buildings, and 
construction has gone on expeditiously 
at a good percentage of the fields and 
schools. Work at the new home of the 
Third Attack Wing at Barksdale 
Field, Shreveport, La., was begun in 
January, 1931. The field has been 
leveled, and seeded, and work on the 
buildings has been begun. The work 
at Randolph Field, San Antonio, is 
about finished. All primary training 
will be accomplished here. Four thou- 
sand Air Corps personnel will be ac- 
commodated. Over ten million dollars 
will be spent here. Over $1,200,000 
will be spent at the new Marin County 
Field in California as soon as the Gov- 
ernment secures title to the land. New 
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units to be created shortly will be 
housed there. Material for the con- 
struction of ten new hangars at Lang- 
ley Field has been delivered. During 
the last year, 60 new non-commission- 
ed officers’ quarters have been con- 
structed, and 40 more will be con- 
structed shortly. Seven enlisted men’s 
barracks and 36 officers quarters were 
likewise constructed, as well as a num- 
ber of buildings for technical uses. - 
The Air Corps Tactical School has 
been moved to Maxwell Field, Ala. 
The new technica! and quartermaster 
buildings will be ready for occupancy , 
this month. A new barrack building 
for enlisted men, and a number of non- 
commissioned officers’ quarters have | 
been constructed. During the last 
year at Mitchel Field, Long Island, 2 - 
barracks, 69 officers’ quarters, a num- 
ber of non-commissioned officers’ 
quarters, and a warehouse were con- 
structed. Other technical buildings will - 
be constructed shortly. At Selfridge 
Field, Mich., and at Scott Field, Ill. 
enlisted men’s barracks and non-com- 
missioned oficers’ quarters have been 
built during the last year or two.

U. S. MILITARY ACADEMY > 
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Langley To Go North 


PLANS are being drawn up in the 

Navy Department to send the air- 
plane carrier Langley with its squad- 
rons to northern waters sometime dur- 
ing the Winter months. As yet the 
U. S. Navy has not operated aircraft 
from the carriers during extremely 
cold weather. Much valuable informa- 
tion will undoubtedly be gained through 

maneuvers. 

Among other situations that will be 
investigated will be the time element 
in connection with starting airplane 
engines exposed to the weather, the 
effect of the ice and snow on the air- 
planes themselves and on the flight 
deck and arresting gear, the action of 
the machine guns at low temperatures 
and ability of the personnel to operate 
under weather conditions prevalent off 
the New England coast during the 
Winter months. 

Specifications have been drawn up 
for heavy Winter clothing for the 
pilots and for the flight deck personnel 
and it will be interesting to discover 
with what efficiency the crews can op- 
erate while hampered by these heavy 
clothes. It has long been known that 
cold weather affects adversely the oper- 
ation of machine guns because of the 
solidifying of the lubricant, but attempt 
will -be made to combat this during 
the Winter experiments. 

During the past the Army has op- 
erated with skis from snow-bound air- 
ports, but this will be the first experi- 
ence that the Navy has had in flying 
on and off icy flight decks.

"THE present attitude is one atten- 

tive solely to the doleful state of 
business affairs and prospects and,

speaking, may be expected in various 
sections throughout the list in cases 
where, for one reason or another, the 
outlook offers some assurance of im- 
provement. 

The bond market recently has been 
similar to the stock market, being 
somewhat irregular in tone but rather 
inactive. Signs of some demand have 
appeared for second grade rail bonds 
purely as speculations. Many issues 
of this caliber are selling at prices 
which would seem to indicate about 
everything had been discounted, but 
the fear is, of course, that liquidation 
in this group, or, for that matter, in 
all bonds, has not been completed. 

As a speculation, it seems that the 
risk involved in the purchase of a bond 
such as Erie R. R. refunding and im- 
provement 5s, 1967, or 5s, 1975, is com- 
pensated for by the liberal yield avail- 
able at current levels around 67-68, 
Interest charges for the system have 
been covered on an average of close 
to 1% times annually over the past 
9 years and on evidence to date it 
seems likely such charges will be cov- 
ered, with something to spare, this 
year.

767, a civilian escort may be 
authorized to proceed at Government 
expense from place selected for burial 
to the port of entry and take charge 
of the remains of a deceased enlisted 
man to the Navy (death having occur- 
red at a foreign station) at that point 
and return with it to the place of 
burial.

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General Martin’s Talk 
(Continued from First Page) 
of riot or insurrection and the Federal 


Government in cases of a national 


emergency. 

“During the last four years the 
States have appropriated for the Na- 
tional Guard $60,225,263.01 and the 
Federal Government $128,122,289.98. 

“As the States pay a part of the ex- 
penses of the National Guard they are 
more greatly interested in its work 
than the other components. Our dis- 
cussion will therefore pertain from 
now on largely to it. It is most im- 
portant that the people become thor- 
oughly cognizant of our great plan of 
national defense. We want the gen- 
eral run of citizenship to realize the 
fundamental importance of our system. 
Many seem to feel that there is noth- 
ing deeper than patriotic parades, 
camps and musters. 

“The whole scheme is one which fos- 
ters all things American and condemns 
all things un-American. It cultivates 
an intelligent and clean citizenship. It 
inspires a love of law and order and 
teaches the traditions of the Nation. 
The effects of personal hygiene as 
taught in the Army are felt in every 
community in the land. Military 
forces of our country have diligently 
studied preventative medicines. 

“The States have State-owned ar- 
mories of a value of $64,875,430 and 
military reservations consisting of 
128,-658 acres and of a value of $8,- 
799,835. 


“The development of the National ) 


Guard system has eliminated many of 
the old objections and at the beginning 
of the World War the officers were 
well trained and appreciated proper 
discipline. The vicious system of 
electing officers in the militia and Na- 
tional Guard by the men was not en- 
tirely eliminated until 1917. It had 
been used for more than 100 years. 

“The selection of officers is the most 
impertant step in the organization of 
an army. The training, discipline and 
morale depend upon those in control. 
The supply and care of equipment, 
without which a modern army as a 
fighting organization is useless, depend 
upon constant and sane supervision. 
An officer must be loyal, unselfish, 
brave, capable, energetic, just, sympa- 
thetic, intelligent, fair, moral and pos- 
sess high ideals. The first and last 
are the highest attributes. To possess 
all these he must know and love a 
democracy. In addition a democracy 
must know and appreciate him. Dif- 
ferent branches of the service require 
different types of officers. The selec- 
tion of the officers should be made only 
after the exercise of the greatest care 
and should be left in the hands of the 
strongest men of the country. No 
politics should enter into this import- 
ant work. Favoritism mut also be 
eliminated. 

“A competitive examination is a 
small part in securing competent offi- 
cers. The National Guard plan of 
selecting officers by observation and 
examination has much merit. In many 
cases in the National Guard the officer 
is chosen because of certain relations 
to the unit to which he is assigned. 
In every case in addition to military 
fitness, he is interested in the partic- 
ular work which he is to do. At the 
begmning of the World War and at the 
present time practically all of the 
general and field officers of the Na-- 
tional Guard have been long identified 
with their organizations and are thor- 
oughly imbued with their ideals. Serv- 
ice as an enlisted man is splendid train- 
ing for an officer. The National Guard 
gives this training. 

“A matter of great importance is the 
replacing of these officers, who know 
the traditions of their outfits. Regi- 
mental and division histories, insignias 
and streamers do much to impress the 
people, but the region from which the 
unit comes must appreciate and be 
thoroughly cognizant of the great 
work it has done. This does not en- 
courage war. 
of the hardship of these units will 
greatly impress the people of the ter- 
ribleness of war and the blessings of 
peace. They will further know, how- 
ever, that the well regulated unit has 
smaller losses in battle and receives 
greater credit for its efforts. The com- 
munity must realize that the respon- 
sibility of replacing those long identi- 
fied with their units is a community 
duty just as it is the duty of a com- 
munity to send fine representatives to 
make the laws.”
